W ASH INGTO N , Oct. 19.—An­ 
other H itler peace move is in the 
making. 
Advance feelers have 
reached here. 
This one w ill emerge through 
a third party, Mussolini or Scan- 
danavia, and w ill take a more 
definite form than the vague bait 
H itler tossed out in his speeches 
and press. 
Yet there is apparently no one 
in authority here who believes 
the move can be successful. H it­ 
ler has come only partly to a 
realization of the 
folly of his 
Russian deal, if inside advices are 
as accurate as usual. 
He knows 
he needs peace, but not as badly 
as the Allies think he needs it. 
IJe has not yet arrived at the 
point where he w ill offer what 
the Allies consider essential. Con­ 
versely, the Allies are more con­ 
fident of their superior position 
than H itler is able 
to 
under­ 
stand. 
It's the same old story 
of wars.

* 
This peace move is therefore 
likely to founder early in two or 
three weeks and then war in 
earnest can be expected. 
It has not started yet. When 
it does, there w ill be no doubt in 
the mind of anyone that it is 
here. 
Instead of having 10,000 
men in actions on the western 
front (largest number either side 
has used to date) you w ill have 
75,000 to 100,000. 
Communiques 
and 
censorship 
w ill not conceal its coming. 
In ­ 
stead of sporadic artillery fire dis­ 
closed so far, you will have 12 
to 15 hours of terrific bombard­ 
ments that w ill make the world 
tremble. 
Squadrons of 4 to 12 
planes such as have appeared out 
of the eastern horizon of England 
so far w ill then be fly specks 
compared with swarms of death 
dealing birds of prey, which will 
then strike not only at naval 
bases, but air fields,

munition centers. 
This has just been a sniping 
war so far. *

Some truth

THAT RUBBER YARDSTICK 
A few weeks ago the Tennessee V alley Authori­ 
ty took over the electric properties of the Com­ 
monwealth and Southern Corporation in Tennes­ 
see, thereby gaining a monopoly of the power bus­ 
iness in that state. As a result, the state and local 
taxes paid by the private sy stem, which amounted 
to $2,225,000 in the last y ear, were lost Jo the 
state, its counties, and its municipalities. 
The Governor of Tennessee observed th al this 
loss of taxes was of little significance, inasmuch as 
it would be offset by reduced costs for electricity . 
Commenting on that viewpoint, the Portland Ore­ 
gonian observes: “ It may be said that the Gover­ 
nor of Tennessee . . . would not have had the* 
political tem erity to "approve tax exemption for 
the private company in consideration of corres­ 
ponding rate reductions. The people of Tennessee 
may feel consoled for loss of taxes by lower rates 
now that the public becomes the owner of the sy s­ 
tem, but would never have been consoled by like 
action so long as the sy stem was owned by the 
Commonwealth and Southern. 
“ Electric light and power service is no longer 
in the luxury class. Taxation of it falls pretty 
much upon the whole people. To exem pt it from 
taxes would cause higher taxes to be levied prin­ 
cipally upon real estate, now stag g ering under its 
load, or compel the adoption.of some new form of 
taxation.” 
* 
, 
How does it profit an individual or a business if, 
under a policy of state socialism which endangers 
all industry , reduced rates on his electric bill are 
added to his tax bill? It w ill be recalled that some 
time ago the Commonwealth and Southern de­ 
clared unequivocably that if it were given the 
same privileges and im munities enjoy ed by the j 
TVA, including tax freedom, it would cut TVA 
rates by a minimum of 25 per cent.*No move was 
ever made to accept this offer, by the socialist- 
minded politicians. It looks as if the people of 
Tennessee,, and those other araas where private 
electric companies have been absorbed by g overn­ 
ment agencies, w ill discover that they have gained 
nothing but a liability once a balance is struck— 
though the power experim ents have cost the 
taxpay ers hundreds of m illions, and, infinitely 
more important, have im m ensely increased the 
authority of politicians over our American insti­ 
tutions. 


OUR WORST SOCIAL CANCER 


Probably our worst economic cancer is the be­ 
lief in minimum wages. If people do not come to 
understand the impracticability of m i n i m u m 
wages, our economic freedom and our form of 
government w ill be lost, just as the belief in free 
bread and free circuses, which was simply another 
form of som ething for nothing, caused the down­ 
fall of the Roman Empire. The reason minimum 
wages w ill not work is that it tries to force the 
employ er to g ive som ething for nothing; that is, 
pay an employ e more than he produces. So it can­ 
not work. 
Minimum wag es simply means that all who can­ 
not earn the minimum have no jobs and, thus, 
become a Viilestone around the neck of those who 
can earn the minimum wage. 
And if the minimum per unit of production is ( 
set arbitrarily high, it g reatly reduces the demand 
for the products of this artificially high unit wage 
so there are few er jobs available. 
As an illustration, the railroad workers have set 
their minimum w ag es for different kinds of work 
so high that the cost of transporting orang es is 
so high that orang es have to be sold at a higher 
price in the East than a normal, or competitive, 
railroad wage would perm it them to be sold at; so 
millions of boxes cannot be sold. This reduces the 
jobs on the railroads, in the orange groves, in the 
packing hhuses and in the retail stores. 
Oh, there have been em ploy ers who have claim ­ 
ed they operated with minimum hourly or weekly 
wages. But they only hired the efficient worker 
and then turned aw ay the inefficient, and con­ 
demned other employ ers who tried to make use of 
the inexperienced and less efficient workers. 
It is strange that so m any people believe in min­ 
imum wages when no one w ill undertake to put 
the theory universally y ito practice. Every tim e ! 
we see a man attem pting to live w ithout food,! 
we put him down as a dreamer. B ut we let people I 
advocate minimum w ag es who w ill not try it 
themselves or cannot even theoretically fig ure ou t! 
how it will work. 
85 P er C ent To La b o r 
This belief must be eradicated because 85 per 
cent of the national production now g oes to labor, 
so it is of the utm ost im portance th at part going to 
labor be distributed on a fair and equitable basis. 
If the 15 per cent g oing to capital is unfairly d is-!

R esults o f B elief In M inim um W a g es 
As a direct result of the belief in minimum 
wages, we have several state and federal laws 
and collective bargaining. Collective bargaining, 
in the final analy sis, is nothing but the belief in 
minimum wages. If people did not believe in m in­ 
imum wages, no one would believe in collective 
bargaining.

The tirade against “ profits” and.the 
“ profits system" is becoming quite 
common in this country. The question 
is asked whether the world war will

It is unusual 
for radicals in 
thi s c ou n t r y

heart socialists 
or communists to advocate in the 
open the sy stem to which they are 
really committed. The explanation of 
this policy is in the fact that the rank 
and file of the American people are 
not radical at heart, and cannot be 
led to overthrow the American sy s­ 
tem of industrial freedom if they 
know what. they are doing. Radical 
leaders understand this; hence they 
resort to the ruse, to the strategy of 
indirection as the only effective means 
of leading the American people into 
the camp of socialism. 
In carry ing out this ruse, socialists 
and communists call themselves ex­ 
ponents of “ industrial democracy ,” 
the champions of the masses against 
the classes, the champions of govern­ 
ment ownership and the deadly ene­ 
mies of the “ profits sy stem.” This they 
call progressive democracy, and those 
who oppose them are “ tories” and 
“ reactionaries.” 
Those who are posted know that 
this tirade against profits and the 
profit sy stem is the chief plank in the 
socialist platform. But the masses of 
the people are not posted, and hence 
may be easily led to support radical 
policies if the hidden purpose is cov­ 
ered by the ruse of conservative 
phraseology. 
What are profits? What is the 
"profits sy stem” ? Strictly speaking, 
no group connected with American 
business receives profits. Hence the 
"profits sy stem” is a myth. The three 
factors in production are land or 
natural agents, labor or human effort, 
and capital or general equipment. The 
distinction made between wage earn­ 
ers and those who receive salaries is 
not an economic distinction. The 
compensation received by wage earn­ 
ers and the compensation received by 
those who are paid salaries are de­ 


termined on the same basis. Each 
worker is paid on the basis of the 
value of his contribution to the busi­ 
ness. 
The fact that there is a big differ­ 
ence between the compensation re­ 
ceived by the average wage earner 
and some prominent directors of in­ 
dustry doesn’t mean in any way that 
the compensations are fixed on dif­ 
ferent bases. 
The mme principle of compensa­ 
tion for service prevails in the pro­ 
fessions that we find in business. In 
medicine some doctors are paid $1,000 
a y ear for their services, wl^ile other 
doctors are paid $100,000 a y ear for 
their services. Some school teachers 
receive less than $500 a y ear for their 
services, while other school teachers 
receive $20,000 a y ear or more. The 
same principle prevails in the min­ 
istry . Many preachers are paid less 
than “ forty pounds a y ear,” while 
others are paid ten, fifteen, twenty , 
thirty thousand dollars a y ear. Sal­ 
aries are not profits any more than 
wages are profits. 
The ethical question here involved 
is not the nature of profits. The ques­ 
tion is, should the government per­ 
mit a citizen to have and to hold that 
which he earns and that which be­ 
longs to him by the right of the cre­ 
ation of new wealth, or should the 
government rob him of his property 
and distribute it to others under a 
sy stem of political favoritism. 
Those who supply the capital take 
all the risks in business and assume 
all the losses. Under the so-called 
“ profits sy stem” the wage earners are 
made the first claimants on the as­ 
sets of the business. They are paid 
promptly in full whether the business 
succeeds or loses. After wages, sal­ 
aries, taxes, interest and every other 
claimant is paid in full, if any thing is 
left, it goes to those who take the 
risks. The amount they receive in 
dividends is really interest on their 
investments. In a large number of 
cases they do not get any thing. In 
19 21, of the 356,39 7 corporations that 
reported for income tax assessments, 
185,158, or more than half, reported 
no net income. One-third of the rail­ 
roads in this country are,in receiver­ 
ship. This means that the stockhold­ 
ers are getting nothing. 
Under the “ profits sy stem,” the 
owner of capital assumes all the 
losses. Under government ownership 
the enormous losses due to spoils, in­ 
efficiency , graft, and wild experimen­ 
tation are shifted to the shoulders of 
the taxpay ers and the consumers. Yet 
we are told that the "profits sy stem” 
must give way to government owner- 
i ship.
